Va., 
ho me. Mrs. Co rsi said in a state­ 
ment: 
**Mr. Co rsi has no tified the sec­ 
retary by letter this mo rniing that 
he regrets his inability to accept 
the secretary ’s o ffer. He has no 
further co mment at this time.” 
Veteran Wo rker 
Co rsi is a v eteran Republican 
o fficeho lder and party wo rker in 
New Yo rk state. There has been 
co nsiderable criticism o f Secretary 
o f State Dulles’ actio n last week 
in terminating his jo b. 
Dulles praised Co rsi as "my o ld 
friend” and as the best man fo r 
the jo b three mo nths ago when he 
named him as deputy refugee re­ 
lief administrato r. 
Co rsi came under fire fro m Rep. 
Walter (D-Pa) and was to ld last 
Wednesday that his jo b was tem­ 
po rary and wo uld ex pire after 90 
day s—y esterday .

said 
he 
wo uld no t hav e accepted in t h e 
first place if he had kno wn the 
jo b was so brief.

1110 tim e is right for planning 
yoni sum m er pasture program if 
you nro a hog, beef, or dairy 
farm er, says Starling Guinn, asso­ 
ciate Scott County agent. Often a 
"stitch in tim e saves nine.” and 
this is just as much so to a live­ 
stock farm er as anyone. 
The sum m er m onths are most 
difficult for farm ers in this area 
who have livestock to graze. This 
is because of the hot. dry weather 
in July and August. However, the 
wise farm er can plan to have sum ­ 
m er grass if he gets anything like 
a decent season. 
The grass most suited for sum ­ 
m er pasture is sudan. It will graze 
from I to 3 cows per acre; and 
with lespedeza, a farm er ban have 
both a legum e and grass. Sudan 
is liked by cattle aud hogs, and it 
is a good producer of beef, pork, 
and milk. 
Some farm ers say it is poison, 
and this is tm j. However, cases 
a re rare from sudan poisoning in 
com parison to the good it does. 
This is just the slight chance a 
farm er has to take. This is no 
m ore than some other chances he 
takes every year. If you buy cer­ 
tified seed, the chances of poison­ 
ing will be greatly reduced. The 
poisoning most often comes from 
sorghum s or other plants that you 
got when you plant sudan seed of 
unknown origin. Piper and certi­ 
fied Common are good varieties. 
if you have an excess of grass, it 
m akes excellent silage.
